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On Saturday, September 1?, 1962, at P.M.,. three boys told police that they had 
soen a strange oval shaped machine set down in the Oradell, N.J, Reservoir just south 
of the Oradell Avenue dam. The three said that the object hovered over the water, 
submerged for a few seconds and then rose vertically and disappeared. As further 
proof, a fisherman on the opposite side of the Reservoir reported hearing a large 
splash at just about the time the boys said the object hit the water. To complicate 
matters still further, large banana shaped tracks were reported in Emerson where still , 
other, witnesses claimed the UFO landed first. The U.S. Air Force sent a representative 
to the area ahri police then baracaded the land from the public, (Source: The Record, 
September 16, 1962). 

Qnerson, N.J. Two more witnesses to the Flying Saucer of Oradell Reservoir told their 
story to local police last night. William Cooper and Alfred Tauss, both l6, told an 
unearthly tale supporting reports of a UFO landing in the reservoir Saturday night. 

Their reports raise to eight the number of persons who allegedly witnessed the landing 
in the lake. All the known witnesses are under 16. The Cooper and Tauss.youths were 
prompted into telling their parents of their experience by newspaper accounts of the 
sighting by two groups of youths in neighboring Oradell. 'My son ahd his friend', 
they saw that thing that landed in the reservoir," Mrs. Helen Cooper told The Record 
last night. Young Cooper told nervously of the light, many times brighter than a 
star, that moved quickly back and forth over the pines: "Like it was looking for 
something/' be said. "I thought it was a satellite, a sputnik, or telestar, or 
something, w he said. From a spot near.the new junior-senior high sohool, said-the 
boys, they watched it dip behind the forest of pines rimming the reservoir. "Then we 
heard a loud bang, like a car door slamming, only louder," young Cooper related. 
Authorities of the N.Y. Air Defense Sector at McGuire AFB, N.J., are investigating 
the sighting first reported by three Oradell youths Saturday night. (Source:' The 
Record, September 10, 1962. NOTE : Upon talking to one of the boys, it was found that 
the object appeared,to be domed and had two portholes along its perimeter. At this 
point, the parents of the witnessed were called up by local police and told that their 
sons should refrain from speaking about the matter "since the government requested a ~ 
secrecy policy ." 

Tuesday, September 18, 1962. Over 100 peoole flocked to the Oradell Reservoir in 
hopes of seeing the return of the UFO. Mary sported binoculars and cameras in order 
to observe and record the craft. The situation had grown to such proportions that it 
was impossible to tfvade the subject in conversation. ' Barbershops, school corridors 
and classrooms hummed with excitement as a small scale banic got under way. 

On the early morning of the same day, two Westwood policemen and two Oradell 
policemen reported seeing a UFO, Westwood Patrolmen Emil Rudloff and Eugene Troy 
said thej* saw a huge object, round at the-top and tapering into a cone. They, said 
the object was traveling in the east', very fast, and was visible for. only 7 at 8 
seconds. The object was described as bright yellowish-white., Oradell Patrolmen 
Martin Hanlon

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and Peter Mchale said they saw a bright light about L:L5 the same morning. James 
Refferty and Ernest Kuver, maintenance employees of The Record, said they saw two 
brilliant white lights In the sky about 5 A.M. The lights did not move, but suddenly 
disappeared in the e£st in a puff of smoke, they said. Rafferty and Kuver said two 
employees at the Hackensack City incinerator also saw the phenomenon. 

Also about 5 A.M. yesterday, two milkmen reported a strange sight at Kohring Circle 
in Harrington Park; Robert Pega of Harrington Park said he and a friend saw a 
tranendous beam of light high in the Air, Mrs. John Mischa of Westwood reported a 
Saturday afternoon sighting. She said she didn't tell her husband because at the 
time she thought it was a new fangled airplane. She said the thing was flying high 
and was round and red. (Source: The Record', September 19s 1962). 

Wednesday, Septanber 19, 1962. The heavy rain dampened the spirits of many yet 30 
people still turned out at the reservoir hoping to catch a glimpse of the controver¬ 
sial craft. Nothing was seen save the rumor that Oradell police shot at a lU-foot 
man with shotguns. However^ in neighboring communities 9 other witnesses, including 
patrolmen, sighted strange aeriax objaefcs, including una which was seen to land. 
(Source: "The Reeord, September 20, 1962). 

Thursday, Septanber 20, 1962. Once again the series of incidents was prolonged as 
four Emerson boys spotted a similar craft near the reservoir. A formation of three 
Jet fighters approached the UFO and went under it. As the Jets attempted to make 
another pass, the UFO silently rose and disappeared. This, like many of the other 
objects took on the appearance of burning magnesium, known for its bright white color, 
(source* The Record, Septanber 21, 1962).

Friday,- September 21, 1962> As A ’vivid and fitting close to an exciting week, tiro 
formations of six large, bright white UFOs were seen. The first was observed at 
Paulaski Park in Hackensack by some youngsters and their parents while 200 people 
atop Garret Mountain in East PatPrson played host to a similar awesome display. 

(Source* The Record, Septanber 22, 1962). 

Monday, Septanber 2U, 1962. The Record offices received a letter from, a group of 
Bergenfield boys who claim that they constructed and flew a craft made up of a helium 
balloon with a balsa wood frame and controlled by radio waves received by a small one 
horsepower potor. This seemed to be a good enough explanation for the public but in 
the minds of the witnesses and UFO researchers, there will always be a doubt.

NJAAP has learned that the three boys of the sighting on Septanber 15th have been 
silenced so that not even a teacher could get any information out of them. The whole 
thing has come to an abrupt end ever since some Bergenfield boys sent that letter 
mentioned above to The Record* It is the opinion of this organization that the 
witnesses observed true UFOs and not the alleged constructed object composed of a 
helium balloon, balsa wood and radio controlled motor. >' 

Our sincerest thanks to John Nerve 1 , who provided NJAAP with a large portion of the 
information on the Oradell incident. NJAAP 1 s Evaluation Committee will present 
their analysis of the sightings in the next issue. 
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Wendy Raffalco (11) of Irvington, N.J., were watching a fireworks exhibit to th® 
east when they observed an object to* the north, which appeared as a normal star, 
except that it had a bltieh tint. It moved for- about^ five seconds in a west-east 
direction, leaving a straight, PURPLE trail of the same size (meaning height) of the 
objector During this time it covered a distance compared to 5 inches of a. ruler held 
at airo»s»length. The object then disappeared.

In the early evening of Tuesday, August 21st, John.D, Billows and .his two daughters 
(9&10) of Great Meadows* N.J., were driving home on Hope Road. They observed to the 
west a silvery object at about U9 degrees in the sky, ,yhich looked metallic and 
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circular, about the size of a penry held at arm’s length. They viewed the object 
for aoout 10 minutes during which Mr. Billows pulled over to the side of the road 
three times to watch. He had the impression that it was flying west since it 
lowered a few degrees in this time. In a couple of minutes when they reached their 
home the object could not be seen since trees obstructed the view. (Credit for the 
two above sightihgs goes to Jim Kelsey, Great Meadows, N.J.). 

On the night of August 21, 1962, Peter Grykien of Franklin Park, N.J., observed a 
"large, white, star-like" object moving in the northern sky towards him, which would 
be southward, at about 8:35 P.M. After observing it with the naked eye for 5 seconds 
he turned "his l6x£o binoculars on the object. "It only looked larger although it did 
appear to have a small rim. I looked at it for a total of about 1$ seconds. It then 
went behind a small cloud and it never came out, though I looked for another 20 
minutes or so. The main argument against it being a plane is that I saw a plane at 
the same time I saw the UFO. The plane was definitely a reddish color whereas the 
mysterious object was white. Also, when I looked at planes, I could see an oufc)jdne 
of it. There was no outline around what I saw. If it was the Echo I satellite, it 
would have quickly reappeared from behind the cloud. The UFO was about 30 degrees 
above the horizon when first seen. No noise." 

On September 8, 1962, at about 9:00 P.M., John Nove* of Hackensack, N.J., was 
"motivated by some force" to go into his backyard. He observed a fiery disc which 
■passed directly beneath a low-flyirig airliner disaopearing into the distance.' 

On Septanber 10th, John and a friend had decided to get a few hours of "saucer- 
watching" in at a nearby park. As the sun set and the sky got darker, they decided to 
take a short walk and discuss some of the newer fetoMes they had heard. As they 
aoproacried_a large tree, they decidedjto stop and.lpQk around. ..Suddenly 
nqrtnegpt-^theysp^bd a sing!.®'fast moving white' light coining towards that, outlined 
by the dark blue sky. When it reached the north, almost overhehdj it turned and 
headed toward the northwest. 

Then, at 8;lU P.M., 23 minutes after the above object was first seen, a second 
identical object appeared overhead, going in an easterly direction. At 8:37 P.M., 
they spied a third identical object which came fran the east, moving southerly very 
rapidly. It was in view for 10 seconds. At about 9:10 P.M., they spied a large 
pulsating orange object coming from the northeast. They observed a "gigantic meteor," 
"the largest either of us had ever seen," eminate from within a half a degree from the 
object. Following this, the-object began wavering and disappeared in the northwest. 

On Septsaber 12th, they again saw a pulsating object coming in from the south. 

It inscribed a perfect circle overhead and then sped away toward the south. Before 
doing so, however, it was engulfed by a red light which seemed to cane from its tail. 

Several teenagers of Clifton, N.J., reoorted a star-like UFO blinking on and ofij, 
overhead, illuminating the area, on September 21, 1962. The light changed colors as 
they watched. A red light approached the object. As it did the object shout out 
what appeared to be a "red blast," after which the red light disappeared. This 
phenomena repeated itself several times, . The entire display lasted approximately 
half an hour. (Credit: F.S.R.O., Carlstadt, .N.J., via LOOK-SEE). 

William Stock of Lodi, N.J., a watchman at Braen’s.qoariy, was making his rounds 
early yesterday morning when he thought he saw car headlights on the hill above the 
coapary property. He went to investigate and came upon a glowing saucer-shaped object 
hanging in space, close enough to the-ground that "it lit the whole darned area up." 

He said it made no noise, but when he shined his Jeep headlights at it, the 
object moved quickly from side-to side.and up and down, out of the way of the beam. 
Stock went, home without mentioning what he saw to anyone. Then he heard reports that 
some persons in Oradell reported seeing a similar object earlier this week. When 



Stock went back to work early today he decided to go to the same spot on the hill. 

The shining circular light was again hanging in the sky silently, but this time not as 
close* Stock telephoned the Hawthorne police. Patrolmen George Gordon, George 
Jadiny, Frank Saal and Edward Welch,, came to the hillside and watched the object with 
Stock "for a good half hour" they said. "I wanted the police to see it so they 
wouldn’t think I was crazy," Stock said. "The object revolved slowly as it hung in 
the air. It aopeared to have two big lights on it -like auto lights," he said. As 
it disappeared slowly over the hill, it was bright. Then it would lose its brilliance 
and come back bright again. Stock said. "It was quite dim as it went out of view in 
thte west behind the hill," he said. Both appearances were sometime between 3 and $ 
A.M. 

Two policemen in Neptune City, N. J., reported seeing "two gigantic lights" in the 
sky early Tuesday (September l8th-Dir.) similar to the object Stock saw yesterday and 
today. Also on Tuesday, a Towaco, N.J. resident said that he saw the same sort of 
object in the sky. (Source: . The Nwark, N.J. Evening News, Fri», Sept. 21, 1962). 

OTHER REPORTS RECEIVED 

On July 19th, at Flamingo, Fla., (located in Flamingo City-Everglades National Park) a 
group of naturalists were taking a walk through a wooded area. The group was made up 
of three park rangers and approximately 20ntourists. It was a walk that the rangers 
scheduled every day for the benefit of the tourists who were interested in Florida 
wildlife, geology, etc. The .walk on this day .started as usual - around 11100 A.M* 

They had gone about 100 yards into the woods and were .approaching a clearing when 
they saw three "saucer shaped vehicles sitting in the clearing." But- as^ can be 
expected, the tourists were so startled that they ran for the protection of the 
ranger station, but one of the rangers remained at the scene, hiding behind a tree. 

Hw -obnerved -thgeraftsfor'l^' minutes when t.h*,.$FCte suddenly, levitated o££ 
ground in-a vertical motion and after 30 seconds were out of sight. As they left the 
ground, the ranger reported a very low hum could be heard along with a high shrill 
sound hardly"distinguishable with the human hearing frequency. The dimension of the 
three objects were identical, according to the ranger, being about 1$ feet in 
diameter and about 6 feet in depth. 

On August 7th, a Pan American flight to Paris, France, was frequented by a rather 
strange sighting some 1^0 miles due east of Jacksonville, Florida, out over the 
Atlantic*. At 6:00 P.M. a UFO was spotted on the edge of a cloud bank some l|-2 miles 
to the east of the aircraft. The UFO was spotted by. the captain, the copilot, and the 
flight engineer. They all thought it was a weather balloon. But as the plane moved 
through the cloud bank to the east side of it, the object could again be seen, only 
this time it was on the east side alongside the plane. 

NJAAP member. Bill Dunn, Jr., who forwarded this and the above report to us, 
contacted the Jacksonville weather bureau and asked them if they had sent up a 
balloon that day. Sure enough, they had. They had sent one up about 6 A.M. that 
morning. The prevailing wind fpr the entire day had been west - at all altitudes and 
had averaged about 1$ m.p.h. at most altitudes for most of that day. So that would 
position the balloon at about l£0 miles east of Jacksonville at 6 P.M. Was the UFO 
a balloon? First of all, the plane was making 72$ m.p.h. at an altitude of 2^00 ft. 
while the UFO was making $00 m.p.h. at an altitude of 2000 ft. The cloud mass was 
moving at 7 m.p.h. Thus, the balloon theory would be an unfavorable answer as no ball 
oon can travel at $00 m.p.h.I The pilots described the object as a big white glob - 
they couldn't describe any particular shape, except that it was round. 
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UFOlogists Burden Increased

i*Jhether we like it or not, the job of reporting UFOs is being increased weekly. TMs 
is due in part to the launchings of so many satellites for scientific evaluating 
purposes. There are now over 300 man-made objects in spaoe, including satellite 
pieces of launching rockets and other "decayed metal objects." Although there are 
only about 50 satellites in orbit presently, there is three or four times as much 
other junk per satellite following them. Some satellites have disintegrated into 
innumerable fragments, all of which will have to plummet to Earth as flaming "meteors" 
unless some other method is found to rid the air space of them. Naturally this should 
increase "sigh-tings 11 of UFOs on a much vaster scale as time goes by* UFOlogists and 
the general public in eveiy pop^ated part of the world could be fair game for these 
new added attractions from the sky. In the past, pieces of an Atlas booster were 
found in Brazil. Several pieces of John Glenn's rocket fell in Africa.' No doubt 
other parts of future rockets shot into the heavens will fall in other parts of the 
world. False sightings of this nature will increase as time goes by. Many future 
sightings could be due to even one satellite such as Transit UA, which was launched 
on July 29, 1961 by the USA. Over half of the space garbage comes from this one 
satellite alone. UFOlogists will have to be more alert now, more than ever before if 
we -are to sift through the many sightings for the true UFO, throwing out the sightings 
which could be identified as ordinary phenomena, including satellite parts over which 
we have no control. By more careful observation and caution on the part of the 
observers we may one day get the true facts on the UFOs to the general public as 
common knowledge.
